The  fragrance  and  stately  splendor  of  the  Hyacinth,  its  easy  growth,  both 
indoors  and  outside,  and  its  magnificent  response  to  a  little  special  effort  and  care, 
make  it  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  bulbs  for  the  home  and  garden. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  CULTURE  IN  POTS — Fill  the  pots  with  a  light,  rich 
potting  soil,  and  have  the  tops  of  the  bulbs  just  above  the  surface;  give  a  good 
watering  and  set  away  in  a  cool  place,  covering  them  with  about  five  inches  of  sand 
or  coal  ashes.  In  about  eight  weeks  they  may  be  taken  to  the  room  in  which  they 
are  to  flower.  By  bringing  in  a  few  pots  at  a  time  about  two  weeks  apart,  a  suc¬ 
cession  of  bloom  may  be  had. 

GLASS  CULTURE — Single  Hyacinths  do  better  than  Double  in  glasses,  as 
they  produce  a  much  larger  and  more  showy  truss.  Place  the  bulbs  in  the  glasses, 
which  should  be  filled  with  water  so  it  touches  the  bottom  of  the  bulbs,  put  them  in  a 
cool  dark  place,  or  on  a  shelf  in  the  dark  part  of  the  cellar,  for  from  six  to  eight  weeks,  chang¬ 
ing  the  water  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks;  then  remove  them  to  the  light.  If  then  placed  in  a  cool 
room  they  will  produce  very  fine  spikes  and  remain  in  hloom  a  long  time.  A  small  piece  ol  charcoal 
in  the  water  is  beneficial. 

PLANTING  IN  THE  OPEN  GROUND — October  and  November  is  the  proper  time,  but  they  can  be 
set  out  any  time  as  long  as  the  ground  is  open  and  the  bulbs  remain  sound.  The  bulbs  should  he  planted 
evenly  about  six  inches  deep  (to  the  bottom  of  the  bulbs),  and  from  five  to  six  inches  apart;  il  planted 
at  uneven  depths  they  will  not  bloom  at  the  same  time,  but  irregularly.
